An RCE is not a new application, and filing an RCE will not result in an application being 
accorded a new filing date. 

Filing Qualifications : 

The application must be a utility or plant application filed on or after June 8, 1 995. The application cannot 
be a provisional application, a utility or plant application filed before June 8, 1995, a design application, or 
a patent under reexamination. See 37 CFR 1.114(e). 

Filing Requirements : 

Prosecution in the application must be closed. Prosecution is closed if the application is under 
appeal, or the last Office Action is a final action, a notice of allowance, or an action that otherwise closes 
prosecution in the application (e.g., an Office Action under Ex parte Quayle). See 37 CFR 1.114(b).
